* Rebel Traops In Two Large Armies. Ate 


Within a Few Miles: of Spaniards, 


GOVERNMENT TO SUGGEST TERMS 


Cuban Leaders Will Not Accept Plan 
To Be Submitted—All Autonomy 
Measures Will Be Killed, . 


Havana, via Key West, Fla., March 19.— 


‘News has just reached the correspondent 


from authentic sources that the autonomist 
government, backed by the military au- 
thorities here and the government at Mad- 
yid, is now playing its last card to secure 


‘peace in Cuba and prevent intervention on 


the part of the United States. 

Near Palo Prioto and via Jacas Gor- 
das, a province of Santa Clara, on the 
west side of Jucaro-Moron trocha are 
gathered several thousand insurgents 
under command of General Calixto 
Garcia and other prominent chiefs, ac- 


fompanied by Senor Masso, president 


of the Cuban republic, with several 
members of his cabinet. 

Also, on the west side of the trocha, 
in the district of Sancti Spiritus, less 
than thirty miles distant from General 
Garcia’s forces, are stationed 2,000 in- 
surgents under Generals Pancho, Car- 
rilo, Monteagudo, Lancliez, Legon and 
Gonzalez. 

The Spanish commander, General Pando, 
with General Ramariez, Charvez and other 
generals, is within a few miles of Gencral 
Calixto Garcia. General Gomez is west 
of the Jucaro-Moron trocha within easy 
reach. : 

Pass Through Pando’s Lines. 

All the insurgent generals, President 
Masso and the insurgent officials, with Gen- 
eral Garcia, got through General Pando’s 
lines some time ago and the latter gave up 
the campaign, 
military coup de grace in the province of 
Santiago de Cuba or province of Puerto 
Frincipe. But in addition to passing 
through the trocha, the insurgents turned 
General Pando’s flank. It is just possible 
that this flank movement was winked at 
by General Pando for the purpose of at- 
tempting to carry out his ulterior ;,olitical 
purposes. 

Such was the position of all concerned 
when the last advices were received in the 
palace at Havana. Genergl Pando’s pvur- 
pose, to further which he has ordered a 
practical armistice in the eastern part of 
Cuba, is stated succinctly as follows: 

‘‘To have a personal conference with 
General Calixto Garcia, President Mas- 
so and other insurgents, and even with 
General Gomez, if possible, and to 
make them a formal offer of auton- 
omy, according to the programme 
Grawn up by the left of the radical 
wing of that party.” 

As previously cabled, this offer includes 
in return for the ending of the insurrection 
tne disarmament and disbanding of all vol- 
unteers, commercial treaties to be cunclud- 
ed without Spanish interference, a maxi- 
mum sum of $2,000,000 annually to be paid 
to Spain by Cuba as the latter’s nominal 
suzerain, no insurgents to be shot or im- 
prisoned on account of the existing insur- 
rection and no insurgents to be sent as 
prisoners out of Cuba for future political 
offenses. 

The advices received here are in sub- 
stance that General Pando felt contilent 
of securing the conference, while on the 
other hand, Captain General Blanco, Sec- 
retary General Congosto and the Spanish 
staff officers of high rank and many radi- 
cal members of the autonomist government 
felt sure that the proposition, being the 
best ever offered and assuring practical 
independence, would be accepted; that the 
rebellion would be declared at an end, .nd 
that consequently all excuse for the inter- 
vention the United States would he ended. 

Offers Will Be Refused. 

Such views, however, were not held when 
this dispatch was sent by ‘those best ac- 
quainted with General Gomez end his 
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fight its battles." 

Other letters from the same source insist 
that all the plans laid to secure the sur- 
render of the-insurgents have been badly 
conceived and poorly executed. These Ict- 
ters add that only in isolated instarces 
have any of the insurgents laid down their 
arms, and the insurgent leader, Masso, 
who surrendered, it is still further acserted, 
was proscribed by General Gomez and was 
liable to be tried by courtmartial, while 
of the 100 insurgents who surrendered 
with him at Fomento more than half were 
back with the insurgents within a fort- 
night.

circles here that Generals Gomez and Gar- 
cia, after refusing to confer with Ceneral 
Pando, or if they do confer, after refus- 
ing the terms offered, will take sufficient 
cattle and provisions from the comparative- 
ly well stocked ranches immediately west 
and then inaugurate a raid upon the pro- 
vinces of Matanzas, Havana and probably 
Pinar del Rio, appearing near here within 
fifteen or eighteen days, which is consid- 
ered possible. . 
Not Favorable to United States. 

Letters received here from prominent au- 
tonomists in the provinces of Santa Clara 
and Puerto Principe have been shown to 
this correspondent. The writers are not 
favorable to the United States; they still 
cling to the theory of autonomy ard class 
as false the assertions that the Spanish 
soldiers are “unpaid and unfed and living 
in towns, while their officers are cuonspir- 
ing against the autonomist government and 
refuse to take the field, either aefiving 
the presence of the insurgents or saying 
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end of autonomy and the most 
assert that it will make the intervention 
of the United States imperative. Those 
who have this view claim that :interven- 
tion of the United States wil] be necessary 
to prevent outrages which will disgrace 
Civilization and also to protect American 
citizens in Cuba. 

Under the circumstances, news ‘rom the 
scene of the conference is awaited 
‘with the greatest anxiety. 

In spite of official and other -‘Yenials, it is 
believed that serious troubles for Spain in 
Porto Rico are imminent, and it is asserted, 
though the report cannot be verified at 
present, that the Spanish cruiser Vizcaya 
when she leaves Havana will go to Forto 
Rico in order to strengthen the hands of 
the government officials there.

Francls Joseph Writes Germany's Throne 
Asking for-bood Services, 


ENTENTE OF MONARCHIES SUGGESTED 


Alphonso’s Government Appeals to 
William and Joseph for Aid in 
the Event That War En 
sues with the United 
States. 


Berian, March 19.—In spite of de- 
nials, the queen regent of Spain has 
repeatedly and strongly appealed to 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
to exert his influence with the mon- 
archs of Europe, particularly Emperor 
William, to secure their efforts to res- 
tore amicable relations between the 
United States and Spain. 


The queen laid special stress’ on the 
necessity of maintaining the peace of Eu- 
rope and securing an entente of the J-uro- 
pean monarchs against republican, aggres- 
sive America, and on the affinity of her 
dynasty with the Hapsburgs. 

It is understood thet Emperor lrancis 
Joseph, while replymig to the queen cau- 
tiously and conservatively, has actually 
written to Emperor William, endeavoring 
to elicit a reply pledging the latter to 
promise to enter his good services in try- 
ing to maintain peace. 

More recently Spain approached Ger- 
many and Austria with the view of 
obtaining assurances that they, in the 
event ot war, would assist Spain in 
some way or other. 

The Spanish ambassador here, Senor 
Mendoz de Vigo, father-in-law of Senor 
Polo y Bernabe, Spanish minister at Wash- 
ington, had a conference on Wednesday 
last with the minister for foreign affairs, 
Baron von Buelow, when the latter as- 
sured him that while Germany earnestly 
desired the maintenance of peace, she cer- 
tainly would not pledge herself to anything 
but the strictest neutrality. 

Spain is believed to have received the 
same answer from ‘Henna and Paris. 

No Warship Purchased. 

Senor Sandoval, the Spanish agent, has 
thus far failed in his efforts as a pur- 
chaser of torpedo boats and other war- 
ships. 

A remarkable change in party politics is 
beli wed to he imminent. It assures the 
ad ption of the most important measures 
pe Jding in the reichstag and diet, while it 
AF nishes the leaders with definite 
Sr the coming election. The main issue 
will be the commercial treaties now end- 
ing, which are largely in favor of industrial 
interests and detrimental to agricultural 
interests. They formerly met with the 
emperor’s approval and brought honors to 
General Count von Caprivi, the former 
chancellor, their framer. The new treaties, 
according to the government, promise to 
be more favorable to agriculture. 

The agrarian election manifesto, just is- 
sued, is signed by the leaders of the differ- 
ent conservative factions and by part of 
the national liberal and centrist parties, 
the new amalgamation thus comprising 
about half*the present representation in 
the reichstag and Gver half the diet. In op- 
position to this combination all the liberal 
and radical factions have pooled their is- 
sues, and they will be supported by the 
socialists in upholding the main. lines of 
the present tactics. The campaign has 
been opened throughout Germany. The 
commercial convention, sitting this week 
in Berlin, representing all the chambers of 
commerce and large industrial firms of the 
country, unanimously passed a resolution 
in favor of the present treaties. 

Centrists Want No New Issue. 

The centrists, having a hundred vo‘es in 
the reichstag, and consequently the bal- 
ance of power, are strenuously opposed to 
forcing a new igsue as likely to disrupt 
the party, which is already split up on the 
naval bill and military reform Dill, part 
supporting them and others, mostly the 
south Germans, opposing them.

CLAVITT WRITES WARM LETTER. 


Irishman and Daily Chronicle in a War 
of Words. 

London, March 19.—A lively controversy 
has been kindled between Michael Davitt 
and The Daily Chronicle by Mr. Davitt's 
attack on the suggested alliance between 
the United States and Great Britain. 

The Chronicle, which up to the present 
has been the most friendly paper toward 
the Irish, rebuked Mr. Davitt in its issue 
of yesterday for his cable message to a 
New York newspaper, saying it will “ill 
serve the Irish cause,” and declaring that 
it is “absolutely untrue that the English 
ruling classes are in sympathy with Spain 
and hostile to America.” 

Mr. Davitt retorts with a letter which 
will be published on Monday, huttressing 
his statement that the ruling classes gre 
hostile to America. He quotes tye “or- 
gans of the aristocracy” during the Vene- 
guelan dispute, and inquired how they can 
be reconciled with “the present hypocriti- 
eal professions of friendship toward the re- 
public.”

Government Makes the Largest 
Purchase of Powder Known, 


4,900,000 POUNDS BOUGHT 


Both Navy and War Departments Con- 
tinue Thelr Active Preparations, 


SENATORS CALL ON CABINET OFFICERS 


The State Department Is Deliberating 
Upon a Policy To Be Pursued 
in Case the Naval Court 
Eliminates the Maine 
Incident. 


Washington, March 19.—Both the navy 
and war departments continue their active 
preparations for emergency, and coatracts 
in all branches of armament are being 
made daily by the various bureaus. 

The naval bureau of ordnance has 
contracted for 4,500,000 pounds of 
brown powder, which is probably the 
largest single order ever given. 

This was divided between the California 
Powder Company and the Dupont Powder 
Company. These concerns, together, are 
furnishing the bureau about 206,000 pounds 
daily and within a week or so it is ex- 
pected the capacity of these two works will 
be brought up to 40,000 pounds of powder 
daily. 

The order is sufficient in the aggre- 
gate to give 200 rounds for every gun 
afloat in the American navy, and with 
this large supply on hand the navy 
for the first time in years will be 
more than amply supplied with 
powtler. 

An unusually large number of senators 
took advantage of the fact that the senate 
was not in session today to call upon the 
cabinet officers with the hope of securing 
definite information as to the Cuban situ- 
ation. They succeeded only in learning that 
the report of the Maine court of inquiry 
had not arrived, but that it was expected 
early next week and tthat it would be for- 
warded to congress immediately upon’ its 
arrival unless of an unexpectedly startling 
character. . 

Line of Policy Considered. 

Some of them found the high officials of 
the state department deliberating upon the 
line of policy to be pursued in case the re- 
port of the naval court should have the 
effect of entirely eliminating the Maine in- 
cident from the situation. So strongly was 
this contingency dwelt upon that the infer- 
ence was drawn by some of the senatorial 
visitors that the department had been led 
to believe or even had been informed that 
the report woulg fail to connect the Span- 
ish authorities or the Spaniards with the 
tragedy. Still the state department officials 
did not make any positive declaration that 
such information was in their possession, 
rather advancing it as a tentative sugges- 
tion, and when pressed for information on 
this point replied that they only knew that 
the report was to cOme next week and that 
they had no advance information as to its 
contents, | 

They seem inclined to seek sugges- 
tions rather than to give out opinions 
as to plans, apparently indicating that 
no deinite course had been. decided 
on pending the Maine report. 


There is no doubt that the authori- 
ties here are keeping themselves fully 
advisei as to the movement of the 
Spanish torpedo flotilla now en route 
from Spain. 

Persons acquainted with the facts say 
that the stop at the Canartes is only tem- 
porary and that there is no purpose on the 
part of the Spanish government to turn 
back the torpedo boats because of the re- 
neval of the Texas and Massachusetts 
from Key West. On the contrary the pur- 
pose as made known in Washington is that 
the torpedo flotilla will.continue its trip 
to Cuba and Puerto Rico. 

It was stated today by one high in na- 
val authority that no steps had been taken 
toward intercepting this flotilla and warn- 
ing it away.

Maine Officers Visit McKinley. 


Three officers of the Maine, Lieutenant 
W. G. Holman, Lieutenant George P. Blow 
and Lieutenant A. W. Catlin, of the marine 
corps, accompanied by Boatswain Larkins, 
came on unexpectedly from Key West. It 
Was said their visit was purely voluntary 
on their part, as they are now on waiting 
orders, and are free to go where they 
please. Their long conferences at the 
navy department and later at the white 
house led to much conjecture, it being as- 
serted that Lieutenant Blow brought with 
him the report of the court of inquiry, or 
at least the general conclusions reached 
by that court. 

It can be stated positively, however, from 
an authoritative source, that the officers 
did not bring with them the report, either 
as a whole or its general conclusions. . It 
is stated with equal positiveness and au- 
thoritatively that they do not know what 
the action of the court of inquiry is, and 
therefore are not in a position to convey 
any information tq@the president or secre- 
tary of the navy on that point. 

Graphic Narrative Heard. 

Their talks were conned entirely to 
graphic narratives ot their experiences on 
the night of the explosion. In the course 
of this narrative, however, individual opin- 
ion as to the cause of the explosion found 
expression. These opinions, as already 
stated, were purely personal, and not 
founded on the proceedings of the court 
of inquiry. 

These personal opinions, however, it was 
learned sreliably, were strongly favorable 
to the theory of an external cause leading 
to the destruction of the Maine, 

The officers themselves retain the striet- 
est reserve, not only as to interview for 
publication, but also in talking with their 
associates in the naval service. This led 
naval officers to refrain from referring to 
the Maine disaster while talking with them, 
One of the officers voiunteered to suggest 
that he would be glad to talk if his lips 
were not sealed with the strictest order. 

After the conference with the president 
and the secretary of the navy, the Maine 
officers did not return to the navy depart- 
ment, and considerable care was exerc:sel 
in having their whereabouts kept from 
public attention. 

Constructor Hoover Back. 


Another interesting arrival of the day 
was Constructor Hoover, the technical ex- 
pert sent to Havana to identify the twisted 
plates in the Maine wreckage with a view 
to learning whether the explosion was of 
internal or external origin. Mr. Hoover 
also maintained silence concerning the 
wreck. He made no report to the secre- 
tary of the navy, as hé was sent to Ha- 
Vana to learn facts and then embody it 
in the testimony before the naval court of 
inquiry. 

Late in the day the prospects became 
much brighter for the acquisition by the 
United States of two exceptionally fine for- 
eign warships, namely, the armored cruis- 
er San Martino, belonging to the Argen- 
tine Republic, and the battleship General 
O'Higgins, belonging to Chile. The hope 
of getting these ships had been almost 
given up, but cablegrams received today 
from Commander Brownson, now in Eu- 
rope, made the outiook more encouraging. 
Up to the close of office hours an actual 
purchase had not been concluded, but a 
high official summed up the situation by 
saying the negotiations were getting “‘very 
hot.” 

Two New Battleships Assured. 

The San Martino was originally built for 
the. Italian government and was : then 
known as the Varez, but since her purchase 
by Argentine she has been renamed. Her 
dimensions are: 

Length, 328; beam, 59; draft, 24; displace- 
ment, 6,840 tons; horse power, 13,000; speed, 
19.06 Ene ) 

Her armament was two eight-inch rapid- 


ha 
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twenty-two smaller quick-fire guns on the 
upper deck. 

All the guns on the upper deck are pro- 
tected by steel shields. 

The General O'Higgins is a battleship of 
8,500 tons, built at Elswick. Her dimen- 
sions are: 

Length, 400 feet; beam, 62; draft, 22; her 
contract speed, 21.4 knots. Her armament 
is four eight-inch, ten six-inch, four 4.7 
Armstrong guns, eight-twelve-pounders, 
ten six-pounders and four submerged tor- 
pedo tubes. Her protective deck is a belt 
of Harveyized steel seven inches thick. 
Her gun horses for the eight-inch guns 
and the casements of the six-inch guns are 
protected by six inches of nickel-steel. 

Commodore Farquhar, formerly chief of 
the bureau of yards and docks of the navy 
yard, was in conference with the naval 
officials today. He reported that the fin- 
ishing touches have been put on the moni- 
tor Puritan and that she is in fine condi- 
tion for sea service. It is expected that 
the Puritan will leave soon for Port Royal, 
S. C., at which place it has been reported 
the navy department will locate a fleet of 
torpedo boats, which may be called on for 
assistance either by the fleet at Hampton 
Roads or that at Key West should the 
necessity arise. 

Port Royal is at a convenient distance 
from either of the two places, and although 
the torpedo boats are slower in movement 
thun the cruisers, they could reach either 
place within reasonable time. The moni- 
tors which it has been said will compose 
the fleet will include the Amphitrite, Terror, 
Miantonomah and Punitan. 

An important contract was let by the bu- 
reau of yards and docks of the navy de- 
partment tecay. It was for dredging about 
300,000 feet of the harbor about Fort Jeffer- 
son on Dry Tortugas island, which will 
enable large naval and merchant vessels 
to anchor yery near the shore to take on 
coal, ' 

This is the first step taken by the navy 
department toward making a naval supply 
cOaling station at the Tortugas, work on 
which will now be pushed as rapidly as 
possible. The Alabama Dredging and Jetty 
Company, of Mobile, was awarded the con- 
tract. 

The state department posted the follow- 
ing memorandum during the day:

Waeshingten, March 19.—(Special.)—Next 
week ought to bring a disclosure of the 
administration policy toward the Cuban 
question, and that important incident of 
it—the destruction of the Maine. 

There are many conflicting reports ag to 
wher the formal finding of the court will 
reach the president. All, however, agree 
that some day next week he will be put 
in possession of the formal report, showing 
the testimony adduced at the hearing in 
Havana harbor and at Key West, and the 
decision reached. by the board of naval 
officers to whom the momentous question 
was submitted. 

While the Maine’s destruction can only 
be treated as an incident in the general 
Cuban question, it will in all likelihood 
bring matters to a head. Just what the 
board will find it is impossible to say, but 
the chances are overwhelming that it will 
declare the destruction to been 
brought about from outside the ship. 
There has been no doubt that this was the 
case from the first—that is, no doubt in 
the American mind; but there has been 
grave doubt, and there is grave doubt 
now, as to the degree of culpability which 
the board can in fairness charge against 
Spain. This indeed is the only question 
which remains unsolved, and nothing but 
the official finding of the 
solve it. 


If Mines Are in the Harbor. 

If the court has been able to find evi- 
dence of the presence of submarine mines 
in the harbor of Havana, if there is truth 
in the newspaper reports which have in- 
dicated the discovery of remnants of such 
a mine or of wires laid at the bottom of 
the harbor, this government will undoubt- 
edly be in a position to charge direct re- 
sponsibility upon the Spanish government. 
Such a mine could not have been laid in 
the harbor without put there by 
the Spenish military authorities, and if 
the destruction was brought about by such 
a mine, Spain's degree of culpability will 
be held to be very great—no matter how 
strenuous her denial), 

If, on the other hand, the court is able 
to go no farther than to say that the de- 
struction was by some outside force. it 
will not be so easy to bring the rest of the 
world to the belief that the Spanish gov- 
ernment is altOgether responsible. For the 
Sake of what may follow, it is very ear- 
nestly to be hoped that there will be no 
uncertainty in the report of the Sampson 
poard. , 

Policy Depends on Report. 

The policy to be pursued by the admin- 
istration depends entirely upon this re- 
port. While the president has in a general 
way outlined his ideas to some of those 
who are very close to him, there has been 
nothing like a definite announcement of 
policy and there will be none until the re- 
port of it is sent to congress. 

If the court of inquiry finds what might 
be termed a Ligh degree of Spanish cul- 
pabilitty, the president may content him- 
self with sending the report to congress 
and asking congress to do the rest. That 
would mean War. Nobody here, however, 
believes that the report will go -so far as 
to result in this course. The most likely 
thing to happen is a demand for indem- 
nity. - 

It is undoubtedly the intention of Spain 
to do everything possible to send this ques- 
tion to an international board of inquiry 
or investigation. This purpose was indi- 
cated by The Constitution some days ago, 
and subsequent events have tended strongly 
to strengthen the idea. It was for this 
purpose that Spain had an investigation 
made by her own divers; it is for. this pur- 
pose that ii is given out from Madrid 
that Spain will refuse to accept the find- 
ings of the American board as binding 
upon her; and it is a part of thas plan that 
the emperor of Austria is represented as 
making himself very active on the line of 
international investigation and interven- 
tion. 


May Not Observe Precedent. 


Now, while it is true that there never 
has been an international investigation of 
a matter of this kind, it may be that the 
president and his advisers will consent ‘to 
such a proceeding in this case for purposes 
of delay. I believe the president is anxious 
for peace. If left to his own inclination, 
there would be peace. I believe the men 
who are in charge of the affairs of Spain 
do not want war, but the exigencies of 
politics are bound to play an important 
part in shaping the action of that g¢ov- 
ernment as well as this. Sagasta and his 
party are anxious to obtain control in 
Spain. It will greatly assist them to be 
able to impress the people of Spain with 
their anxieties for war with the United 
States. If they can get this Maine matter 
into the hands of an internationa] board 
they can keep up the excitement until 
after. the elections which are to decide 
their own fate. With those elections out 
of the way and they themselves possess-

In 
speaking of the action that may follow, 
this senator indicates that the Cuban ques- 
tion as a whole will not be mixed up with 
any demand which the president may make 
as the result of the Magne investigation. 
In other words, that the two will be han- 
dled as separate and distinct matters, and 
that there will be no action on the Cuban 
qvestion until after a line of policy is 
determined upon with regard to the Maine. 

I am inclined, however, to doubt that the 
president will throw away such an oppor- 
tunity to make political capital for his 
Party. The best politicians in his party 
are urging him to demand as the price of 
the destruction of the Maine that Cuba be 
free. The Proctor report points to Cuban 
independence, but the indications gathered 
from those who are very close to the pres- 
ident are that instead of calling for the 
freedom of Cuba he will treat the two 
matters as separate and distinct. 

Will Recognize Cuba. 

If he does this, the most likely course 
for him to pursue is a recognition of Cuba 
as a republic—this to come later. 

There is one thing which should not be 
lost sight of. Whatever President Mc- 
Kinley may do in tha future toward Cuban 
freedom, he is responsible for the loss of 
the Maine and the brave men who went 
down with it; he is responsible for the 
death of: thousands upon thousands of the 
victims of Weylerism. 

Had he and the republican party allowed 
the house to pass the Morgan resolution 
declaring the belligerency of Cuba, the 
war would have been over months ago, 
and the Maine would never have been de- 
stroyed. There is no escaping from that 
fact. Instead of listening to the voice of 
the American people, instead of following 
the dictates of the platform upon which he 
was elected, instead of following what 
must have been the dictates of his con- 
science, McKinley allowed himself to be 
controlled by the money element which 
elected him, and his failure to act is re- 
sponsible for everything which has fol- 
lowed. 

The republican party cannot escape that 
responsibility. It should not be allowed 
to escape it. Whatever McKinley may now 
do cannot wipe out the stain of his past.

How He Would Do It. 


His views as to the best methods of re- 
ducing taxes, having eliminated the school 
and pension funds and the salaries of the 
statehouse officials from _ consideration, 
were expressed as follows: 

“As I look at this thing, fellow citizens, 
there is no such insuperable difficulty in 
the way of reducing taxes as some people 
would seem to think.

‘Another circumstance has occurred to 
me, fellow citizens. When you talk about 
lax exemptions, you remember that my 
venerable old friend, Colonel Candler in 
Speaking of the reduction of taxes. could 
not, to Save his life, Suggest how he eould 
reduce taxes, He never mace any sugges- 
tion on that line, but he says, ‘Oh, but vou 
should stop the leaks.”

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MR. DOUGLASS MAKES REPLY 


He Answers Recent Criticisms Concern- 
ing His Position. 


WRITES AN INTERESTING CARD 


Gives an Account of the Public School 
System, and Tells of Some Needed 
Reforms—General Suggestions. 


— 


Mr. Hamilton Douglas, chairman of the 
committee on books and teachers, of the 
board of education, furnishes the following 
interesting card concerning the condition 
of the school system of Atlanta, in which 
he takes occasion to make answer to the 
recent charges regarding his alleged con- 
nection with the American Book Com- 
pary: 

Editor Constitution—The board of educa- 
tion of Atlanta administers « most sacred 
trust. It cares for the welfare of some 
12,000 school children, expends yearly $idv,- 
000 of trust tunds and looks after several 
times that amount in school property. 

The city very properly makes no effort 
to compensate the members of the board of 
education for their arduous duties, to do 
so adequately would incur a great experse. 
Membership’ on the board of education, 
therefore, 18 purely honorary, the greatest 
honor in the gift of the city. In yecrs 
gone by, membership on that board has 
been the only political ambition of many 
of Atlanta’s most influential ctNzens. Dur- 
ing those years the board ungrudgingly 
gave its;time and talents to the welfare 
of our echools, the noblest and most be- 
neficent work of the several departments 
of our city government. 

Arduous as has been the work of the 
board in the past, greater work lies before 
it in the future. Excellence in any Ce- 
partment of endeavor is achieved only by 
progressive, active work. ‘‘Movement is 
life, stagnation is death.” 

The public schools of Atlanta are good, 
better than those of many cities; but they 
are not the best. Their curriculum pro- 
vides fourteen years of stady for girls and 
thirteen for boys; yet, the graduates of 
other cities, studying no greater number 
.of years, enter freshman in first-class uni- 
versities easier than ours enter freshman 
in second class colleges. 

It is not to be denied but what we have 
a fine corps of teachers and officers; they 
earn every cent they are paid and more; 
the city provides good buildings and «ther 
school] facilities; our course of study is 
extended through many years; the At- 
lanta YMoys and girls are bright as any 
in the land; yet the fact remains that trey 
are graduated a couple of years behind 
some other cities with similar facilicies, 
while their fathers and mothers frequently 
complain that their children are over- 
worked. 

The premises granted, it is evident that 
there is something wrong somewhere in 
our schools. To diagnose the evil thor- 
oughly and correctly, to suggest and apply 
remedies, to work out the greatest good 
for the greatest number, to get the most 
out of the public fund set apart to main- 
tain the schools, to adopt those means 
which will keep our schools in the van 
of progressive school work and to make 
them, not ‘‘good,’’ but the ‘best’ are 
among the duties of the present board of 
education and among its ambitious aspli- 
rations. 

The best public echools are those tnat 
do the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. The greater part of our children 
do not go beyond the grammar schools; 
a very small part get bevond the high 
schools. Our instruction is based on gzram- 
mar and high school work. and should 
be of that character which will most bene- 
fit those of either class, not in a literary 
sense alone, but practically and financially 
as well, in equipping the boy or girl tor 
the real work of life as well as. opening 
up the possibilities of the future. 

The very foundation of successful schools 
are proper course of study, fit and proper 
text books. 

Through telephone, telegraph, rapid 
transit, typewriter and stenographer the 
business man of today can more than 
double the work done by a business man 
of a few years ago. Doubling the pos- 
sibilities of an hour is doubling life. 

Old methods of instruction, old courses 
of study, old text books are giving way 
to the new in the scheelroom. These and 
other Kindred questions are involved in a 
practical revision of the course of: study 
for our schools. Such revision demands 
first, such Changes in text books as may 
be necessary. 

The duty of the revision of our course 
of study and text books is laid upon the 
cOmmittee on schools and teachers, of 
which the writer is chairmen. It will 
make its report Apri] 15th coming. While 
it is hoped there are not many changes to 
be made in text books, some changes are 
imperatively demanded jn books long out 
of date. 

The city council has carefully investli- 
gated the question and has unanimously 
agreed that. some such changes should be 
made and has suspended its five-year ordl- 
nance for that purpose, 

The committee Was mindful of the grave 
importance of such duties and early last 
November set about its work, calling first 
for criticisms and recommendations on 
text books and course of study from the 
teachers and principals. Hardly had the 
committee set about its important work, 
when the writer, its chairman, was at- 
tacked by what purported to be the repre- 
sentatives of certain publishing houses, 
acting as ravenous wolves, concealed be- 
hind ‘‘confidential’ communieations, who 
boldly asserted ‘“‘partiality’’ to certain pub- 
lishing houses.

In other words, 
with these ships forming the nucleus of a 
squadrén stationed off Hampton Roads, 
there will be much better facilities for de- 
fendgine tho entire Atlantic coast from at- 
tacks than there would be if all the ships 
of the North Atlantic squadron were at the 
mouth of the gulf. 

It is better for both aggressive and de- 
fersive purposes that all of the ships of 
practical value should not be concentrated 
at Key West and the Tortugas. Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt explains this move- 
ment as a part of the aggressive policy 
which he outlined in a taik a few days ago. 

Georgia Congressmen at Work. 

The Georgia senators and the representa- 
tives immediately interested have been ac- 
tive from the first in impressing upon the 
officials of both departments the need for 
the proper defense of the cities along the 
Georgia coasts. The fortifications now in 
process of construction at Tybee are the 
only ones along the entire Georgia coast. 
While these are not completed as yet, they 
have reached a stages where they could be 
within a very short time made effective 
for the defense of that approach to Savan- 
nah: but so far as Brunswick, Darien and 
St. Mary’s are concerned the only possible 
@gefense they have for a sea attack is that 
which the natural conditions have fur- 
nished. 

It is not possible to erect permanent for- 
tifications at these places to be available 
in case of war with Spain, and the same 
is true of possible fortifications along the 
Warsaw sound approach to Savannah, 
which the people of that city so much de- 
sire. It takes months—many of them—to 
complete fortifications on the scope of those 
already under way on Tybee. It is a fact, 
however, that the war department has 
prepared for temporary defense for these 
Georgia cities as well as for other cities 
along the coast, and that a very effective 
defense can be put up through the meth- 
ods decided upon.

Panama, March 7, J898.—For the past 
three years 3,000 men have been steadily 
working here on the Panama canal. There 
ar2 3,500 negroes at work here today, and 
a remarkable amount of cutting, dredging 
ard building up of earth works has been 
accomplished. I have gone over the route 
of the canal and have taken a number of 
photographs of the work as it is in March, 
1898. This morning I went cn the cars out 
to the Culebra cut and watched 80 men 


» working: there, and was told that there 


were 2,200 employed withir three miles of 
where I stood. The Culebra ts, you know, 
the highest point on the canal route. The 
scene was a busy one. Long trains of iron 
cars loaded with rock and clay moved over 
the canal tracks carrying the excavated 
materials and dumping them on the banks. 
Immense steel dredges, each as tall as a 
two-story house and ten times as big as 
the largest thrashing machine, gouged out 


rocks and gravel; and catching up loads of 


this heavy material -in .»dig. iron buckets 
fastened to two endless chains, carried 


.them high into the air and poured them 
out into cars.

Where the canal is being cut 
the distance from one coast to the other 
as the crow flies is probably not more 
than forty miles, but the railroads line is 
forty-seven miles long, and fhe route laid 
out for the Panama canal ig stil} shorter. 
Seme of the mountains of the isthmus 
are over 1,500 feet high. Ald6ng the line 
of the canal the highest qlevation is 
at the Culebra ridge, the point that I vis- 
ited today. 

The canal begins at the port of Colon, 
or, as you may call it, Aspinwall, though 
Colon is the name used There. Colon is not 
far from the mouth of the Chagres river, 
on the little island of Manzanillo, and at 
the terminus of the Panama railroad. 
Starting here, the line of the canal runs 
through the valley of the Chagres, cut- 
ting the stream in many places, until at 
about fourteen miles or more the ground 
rists irregularly until it reaches the top 
at Culebra. There is all told about twelve 
miles of deep cutting to be done, and 
thence to the sea the excavation is com- 
paratively easy. There ts much worse 
reck on any of our railroad lines than 
that of Culebra. One difficulty is in tak- 
ing care of the waters of the Chagres 
river. This is now about three hundred 
feet wide and two feet deep. It looked 
little more than a creek when I passed 
along it yesterday, but in the wet season 
it sometimes rises thirty feet in a night 
end bears along everything in its floods. 
The river and the big excavations are the 
engineering problems of the canal. De 
Lesseps’s idea was to hold back the 
Chtgres by a big dam and let it out grad- 
ually. The Chicago engineers who made

What the French Have Done. 

Everyone has heard of the Panama canal 
scandals. The truth is worse than any- 
thing that has been published. I will, fur- 
ther on, give some stories which I have 
heard here of the extravagances and frauds 
of the first companies, when champagne 
flowed like water and gold was almost as 
plenty as copper is in some parts of Mon- 
tana. Within less than ten years they 
spent more than $266,000,000, and millions 
of this were almost openly stolen by con- 
tractors. At the same time the work that 
was done remains, and if the canal is sold

He said to me last night: “The canal pre 
sents no problem, financtal or mechanical, 
that cannot be overcome. The trouble is 
that the machinery they have here is old 
and defective according to modern meth- 
ods. It will do the work, but in the most 
expensive ways. There have been many 
new inventions since the canal was begun 
and tens of millions of dollars were spent 
for these machines. The Chicago engineers 
saij it was only a question of good ma- 
chines and good work, and if I had to 
fiuish the canal myself I should first find 
a big hole and bury all the machinery they 
are now using in it and start anew. I 
believe it would be cheaper in the end. 
We now have dredges that will scoop up 
rocks such as those quarried for building 
houses like dirt, and with the right tools 
work can be done at a low cost.” 

“How much wfl it cost to finish the 
canal?’ : 

“It is all guesswork, but I believe that 
$150,000,000 would make a sea-level canal 
here, and I think a sea-level canal would 
be far better than any lock syatem. Ifthe 
French would give up the Panama canal I 
Should like to see Americans buy it and 
run it. It is certainly the shortest and, I 
believe, the cheapest place on the isthmus 
for a canal, and here you can teH just 
about what it would cost. The French 
have paid the expenses of the experiments:

Wihen the old company stopped work they 
had on hand, among other things, 150 float- 
ing derricks, 180 towboats and launches, 
6,000 iron dumping wagons, 190 miles of 
railroad track for the canal work, and over 
10,000 cars. This, you must remember. was 
scattered along a distance not much great- 
er than that between New York and Balti- 
more. They had bufit ‘beautiful cottages 
on every hill and sightly place from the 
Atlantic to the Pactfic. There were 5,000 
buildings along the Mine of the canal, and 
some of these are g@ccupied by negroes to- 
day. They had eonstructed quarters for 
30,000 workmen. They had 120 steam pumps, 
200 reservoirs afd more than 100 miles of 
‘water pipe. Yiost of this stuff is useless 
now, and a vast amount has been thrown 
aside, as th freights are so high that it 
would not phy to carry it away. The offi- 
cials made /money out of nearly every con- 
tract, and Ahe more they bought the more 
they mad¢%.

You may take also 
the raw white of an egg shaken with a 
Cup of milk, Barthelow's food, plum por- 
ridge, a little scraped beef broiled and 
finally broiled beef, boiled #ice and pulied 
bread. “A glass of cool, not iced, water 
should be taken the first thing in.the morn- 
ing. A Cup of warm, not hot water, half 
an hour before breakfast. For breakfast, 
three ounces of milk, mixed with one 
ounce of barley water, This schedule should 
be followea every three hours throughout 
the entire day for one week, taking the 
last glass of milk half an hour before bea- 
time, Koumyss may be substituted for the 
milk or used alternately.

AT THR HOTELS. 


Mr. George Kennan. the Sitherian traveler, 
spent vesterday in Atlanta. Mr. Kennan 
hss been busy all winter lecturing, travel- 
ing thousands of miles and speaking to 
thousards of people. He says that the 
lyceum courses are flourishing in the west 
and south. In the west dollar wheat has 
given life to everytning, and even the lec- 
turers find a difference. 

Mr. Kenran was in Atlanta just about 
ore year ago. He lectured before the At- 
lanta ‘Lecture Association on March 16, 
1897, and remained over a day or two here. 

Mr. Kennan is. engaged on a series of 
articles for the Century magazine which he 
desires to conclude during his vacation the 
coming summer. He wculd like very much 
to make another trip to Russia and Siberia, 
but he says that he would have trouble 
getting in and might have much more 
trouble getting out of the country. 

Every train has to stop on the frontier 
of Russia and all passengers must show 
passports. Often a man or woman {ts turn- 
ed back and forbidden to cross the line. 

The passport is indispensable in Russia, 
says Mr. Kennan. Citizens as well as tou- 
rists need to keep them and not lose them 
or loan them. Sometimes a man loans a 
passport to a friend to get out of the coun- 
try on. This gets the owner of the pass- 
port into trouble if it is discovered. Mr. 
Kennan tells a story illustrating this. The 
police had cause to believe that a man 
in St. Petersburg had loaned his passport, 
but they did not know-his given name and 
were a little urcertain about his family 
name. To make sure of getting the right 
person, they arrested every member of two 
large families in the city and locked them 
all up. There was only one man in the 
whole batch who suspected what the ar- 
rests were made for, and of course he did 
not tell. But after a while the police got 
around to him in their investigations, He 
declared that, he had lost his passport, and 
as the offictals could not learn any better, 
they were all turned out after several days’ 
detention. The passport had really been 
loaned to a friend.

Great Britain in Mexico. 

Several days ago we called the atten- 
tion of our readers to the trade relations 
existing between the United States and 
Mexico, and pointed out the fact that 
the great bulk of Mexico’s purchases 
were made in this market. 

We cited the exact figures for 1897, 
showing that Mexico’s trade was divided 
among the leading countries of the globe 
in the following manner: The United 
States. $20.145,763: Great Britain, $7,905,- 
016: France, $6,099,183: Germany, £4,363,- 
2299, and Spain, $2,174,298. We repeat

these figures for the purpose of showing 
the utterly absurd nature of the claims 
which Great Britain now makes with 
reference to the opportunities which she 
professes to see before her in Mexico. 
One of the Jeading industrial newspapers 
of Great Britain thus interprets the sen- 
timent which prevails in that quarter: 


It is not by any means certain that the 


United States woulda be able to maintain 
their present ascendency if our English 
merchants and manufacturers fere to 


make a vigorous bid for the Mexican trade. 
Already the attention of some financial 
houses in London {is being turned to Mex- 
ico for new business, and English houses 
have done a good dea! to provide the sin- 
ews of war for the industrial enterprises 
already effected or projected. ut in 
future much more is possible, and we know 
of no country that affords a more promis- 
ing outlook for the judicious investment of 
capital. We feel sure that it would well 
repay SOMe of our leading firms of iron and 
steel Manufacturers to send out agents to 
ascertain the requirements of the country 
and the conditions of their acceptable sup- 
ply. 

This sounds well enough on paper, but 
Great Britain is not likely to oust the 
United States out ‘of her Mexican trade. 
As the figures above quoted show Mex- 
ico’s purchases in this market for 1897 
amounted to $20,145,763, while her pur- 
chases in the British market for the 
Same year amounted to only $7,905,016, 
or barely more than one-third as much. 
The United States not only has the ad- 
vantage of being just across the iine 
from Mexico, but she also has the ad- 
Vartase which her growing commercial 
and industrial prestige gives to her; so 
Great Britain had better abandon her 
vain hope of subduing Mexito and seek 
some easier field of conquest.

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Merchant Vessels as Battleships. 

In the event of hostilities befween the 
United States and Spain, our sea 
power could be readily increased by an- 
nexing thereto some of the vessels now 
belonging to our merchant mairine. 

There are not less than sixty of these 
vessels, which could be fitted up with 
guns and made to render efficient ser- 
vice in the case of war. In capacity, 
they range from 1,783 tons to 11,629 tons 
displacement. some of these vessels 
have already been placed at the disposal 
of the government, and the others will, 
no doubt, be placed at its disposal] also.

The Sabbath Day. 


A measure which is now pending in 
the New York legislature emphasizes 
the worldly spirit which is gradually 


creeping over the religious life of this 
country and divesting the Sabbath day 
of the sacred character of its observance. 

This measure provides that such harm- 
less diversions as football, baseball. 
cricket and other games which are law- 
ful on week days shall be permitted 
en Sunday afternoons in the larger 
towns and cities of the state with the 
restriction that fees of admission are not 


to be charged to the games. In the 
smaller communities the measure pro- 


vides by implication that the Sabbath 
day shall be rigidly observed in the old 
style. 

But why make any distinction? If 
there is no impropriety in violating the 
Sabbath day in the larger towns and 
cities of the state, why should there be 
any impropriety in violating it in 
larger communities? Or, if it be wrong 
to play games on the Sabbath dav in 
the smaller communities, why should it 
not be equally wrong to play games on 
the Sabbath day in the larger towns and 
cities? z0d did not promulgate His 
commandments to be obeyed oniy in the 
rural districts. 

So far as the demoralization which at- 
taches to the violation of the Sabbath 
day is concerned, less harmfu] results 
are to be apprehended from the playin 
of games in the smaller communities of 
the state than in the larger ones. But 
there is no occasion for the legislature 
of New York to legalize Sabbath viola- 
tion in either; and, of course. what ap- 
plies to the legislature of New York ap- 
plies with equal force to the legislature 
of every other state in the unton. 

We are drifting too far away from the 
simple faith of our fathers, and we need 
to return to the old moorings.

another D177 Dock Needed. 

Information received.from Washing- 
ton states that the house committee on 
naval affairs has recommended the con- 
struction of a new dry dock on the At- 
lantic coast sufficiently large to accom- 
modate the demands of our heaviest 
warships. 

As to the wisdom of this action, there 
can be no difference of opinion. We have 
mot forgotten, nor are we likely to forget 
soon, the bitter humiliation to which we 
were subjected some five or six months 
ago when we found it necessary to bor- 
row from Great Britain the temporary 
use of one of her dry docks in which to 
repair our battleship Indiana. Of course 
we were on friendly terms with Great 
Britain at the time, but the necessity of 
calling upon her for assistance looked 
somewhat at variance with our professed 
naval strength, and there can be no 
doubt of the fact that this virtual con- 
fession of weakness on our part served 


to injure greatly in the world’s 
eyes. If had been at war with 


Great Britain at the time, or with some 
other foreign power and lacked Great, 
Britain’s friendship, we would have been 
in a most serious predicament. 

This experience should teach us that 
if we expect to build huge battleships 


for our protection, we should provide 
ourselves with dry docks in which to 
repairthem in the event of injuries. 


Otherwise, what protection can we hope 
to derive from our battleships? To 
argue this question is to imply ignorance 
and stupidity on the part of our law- 
makers; but the fact remains that they 
have failed until the present time to give 
it anything like due consideration. Of 
course we have several unimportant lit- 
tle dry docks on both the Atlantic and 
the Pacific coasts, but they are wholly in- 
adequate to the demands of our modern 
fjronclads. They were constructed years 
ago, when we had barely commenced 
upon our Vigorous naval growth. Only 
the smallest members of our fleet can be 
repaired in them. 

4ut if there existed good reasons for 
constructing larger dry docks some five 
or six months ago, when we enjoyed 
peaceful intercourse with all the world, 
there must necessarily exist much bet- 
ter reasons for taking such action at the 
present time, when we ere liable at any 
moment to become involved in war with 


Spain. 
Our law-makers will undoubtedly act 
favorably upon the paval committee's 


recommendation, If battleships are nec- 
essary, it follows that dry docks are 
equally necessary, for ome must accom- 
pany the other; and under the spur of 
existing circumstances, our law-makers 
can be relied upon to act with patriot- 
ism and dispatch. Whether we have 
wav with Spain or not, one good result 


of the present national excitement will 

he to make our fortifications and de- 

fenses in every way stronger.

IS SUGGESTED 


The First Would Have Established an 
‘Unwise Precedent, Judge An- 
derson Says. 


UDGE JAMES A. ANDERSON, city 

attorney, to whom the aldermanic 

board referred the electric light reso- 
lution at its last session, sent an import- 
ant communication to Mayor Pro Tem. 
Dimmock yesterday, making suggestions 
as to the attitude the city should assume 
in reference to the controversy with the 
Georgia Electric Light Company concern- 
ing the reduced number of street lights 
made necessary by a reduced appropriation 
the first of the year for this depart- 
ment, 

The electric light committee ordered the 
Georgia company to take out thirty-six 
series lights some weeks ago in order to 
reduce the light The company 
refused to obey, claiming thg contract 
with the city did not ullow the city to dis- 
continue lights regularly installed, and 
that the city should pay for al} Hghts un- 
til the termination of the contract. .In a 
Joint meeting of the electric HMght com- 
mittee and representatives of the Georgia 
company ae resolution agreed on in 
which the Georgia company agreed to take 
out the lights but not waiving all 
contract rights in the premises. This res- 
olution was passed by the but 
held up by the aldermaniec at the 
instance of Judge who _ stated 
such a measure, if adopted, might estab- 
lish an unwise precedent, forcing the city 
to acknowledge the Georgia company pos- 
sesses certain contract rights to which it 
is not legally entitled. 

The aldermanic board referred the whole 
matter to Judge Anderson. The city at- 
torney stated in his communication yes- 
terday that the city is not bound to carry 
out the contract with the Georgia Electric 
Light Company; that the contract is not 
binding on the city except to the extent 
that so long as the city permits the light 
company to furnish lights they must be 
paid for at the contract price; that if the 
city finds it cannot pay for lights now in- 
stalled it will be necessary to order outa 
sufficient number of lights to make the 
total cost come within the appropriation, 
as it would be unjust to bind future coun- 
cils with additional costs and litigation 
on this line. He suggests that a conference 
be held with a view to arranging the 
matter by negotiation if possiblej.and cites 
that the company has the right\to termi- 
nate the contract if the city does not com- 
ply under ninety days’ notice. Judge An- 
derson's decision is interesting and will 
probably cut quite a figure in‘ munic'pal 
lighting in future. It will be referred to 
the aldermanic boarg and considered at 
the regular meeting Thursday -afternoon.

Anderson's decision as 

To the 
Honorable Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Atlanta--Gentiemen: As directed by 
board, 1 have carefully considered 
the resolution offered by the'committee on 
electric lights on March 7, 189, in connec- 
tion with the existing contract between the 
Georgia Electric Light Company and the 
city of Atlanta, and have the following 
suggestions to make. The resolution is as 
follows: 

‘* *Atianta, Ga.. March 7, 
mittee on Electric Lights. 

“Whereas the Georgia Electric 
Ccmpany claims that under its contract 
with the city of Atianta, said city has no 
right to discontinue a I'ght after it has 
once been duly installed, but is willing to 
waive that right and make no claims for 
damages as to the thirty-six series lights 
ordered out without compensation under 
the resolution of the mayor and general 
council of said city, approved IT ebruary, 
1898, provided such waiver. shall not he 
claimed as a precedent or as said com- 
panys assenting to any change of said 
contract or any variation thereof or therein. 

‘“*Resolved by the mayor and general 
council that compliance by said company 
with said order by said company be ac- 
cepted with said understanding.’ 

“This resolution seems to contemplate 
that the electric light company takes the 
position that under the existing contract 
when | ghts have once been located and put 
into service, that all such lights must be 
kept in service unless the company con-' 
sents to their discontinuance. but as to 
the thirty-six series lights ordered out of 
service under a resolution passed in Feb- 
ruary of th’s year the company here waives 
the objection, provided such waiver should 
not be claimed as a precedent or as an 
assent on the part of the company to a 
change or variance of the contract. 

“This contention of the electric 
company as to its rights. under a 
construction of the contract. would 
sound if the contract in its entirety 
binding on the city government, but 
the making of the contract decisions ren- 
dered by our state siipreme court 
show that the contract fs not binding on the 
city except to the extent that so long as the 
city permits the light company to furnish 
the lights they must be paid for at the 
contract price 

“If on account of the lowered tax as- 
sessinment and tax rate and consequently 
reduced income of the city and the needs 
of the other departments of the city gov- 
ernment. it has been or shall be found 
necessary to reduce the appropriation for 
the maintenance of lights so that the 
minimum sum stipulated by the contract, 
$5,313.38 per month, cannot be paid out of 
the appropriation, the mayor and general 
council will find it necessary to redure 
the number of lights so as to come with- 
in the appropriation, for it would be un- 
lawful and wrong to allow the lights to 
be furnished and remain unpaid for and 
burden future administrations with thetr 
cost or with litigation concerning their 
cost in excess of the appropriation. ~ 

“It is important to remember the fact 
that the electric light company has the 
right to terminate the contract if the citv 
does not fully comply with it upon ninety 
days’ notice. uncer the clause on the third 
page of the contract, in these words: ‘Eith- 
er party hereto to have fhe right to ter- 
minate this contract on the non-compli- 
ance therewith by the other party by giv- 
ing ninety (80) days’ notice of an intention 
so to do to the other party.’ Shonld the 
electric light company do this, the further 
lighting of the city would need such at- 
tention as the mayor and general counc'l 
deem proper to give it. Of course it would 
be competent for the light company and 
the city to make a new contract covering 
the balance of the year, and it might be 
well to have a conference hetween the 
committee and the company to see if the 
points of difference now existing could not 
be adjusted by negotiation. 

“As to the particular resolution pend- 
ing. I think if it is concurred in it ought 
to b2 so amended as to set forth the con- 
tention of the city that the existing con- 
tract is not bind'ng in law upon the present 
city government, and that this resolution 
is not to be construed as a waiver this 
contention on the part of the city. My rec- 
ollection is that not only the series lights 
covered by the resolution had been ordered 
out, but also a number of arc lghts. The 
resolution deais only with the series lights. 
I think that nothing ought to be done 
by the mayor and géneral council looking 
to the maintenance of more lights from 
month to month than the city cae Pay for.

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CAPT. JAS. W. ENGLISH’S WORK 


HIS SERVICES IN BEHALF OF 
ATLANTA'S UPBUILDING. 


————— 


His Good Work for the City and the 
Part He Has Played in Its 
* Development. 


———— 


Editor Constitutlon—The municipal elec- 
tion is opening up early, ‘but none too early 
for the good of the city. Anybody has 
the right to run for Mayor of Atlanta who 
is a citizen. I dO not desire to detract 
from the claims Of any, but simply to 
answer some questions that have been 
asked about one of the announced can- 
didates. Personal friendship for a man 
who runs for office, e8pecially for an im- 
portant office, should count for little un- 
less a man is qualified to fill it. 

The question has been asked, what has 
Captain James W. English done for At- 
lanta? The captain does not seem to 
think it required an answer from him, and, 
in fact, I think there is no océ¢asion for 
him to go into a statement to the pubtic 
about what he has done. Those of us 
who know what he has done do not require 
to be told, and I do not hesitate to say 
that if Captain English woulda detail to 
the public what he has done, he would 
be charged by those Who made the inquiry 
with blowing his horn and egotism. Many 
new citizens in our city may be deceived 
by the inquiry if not arswered, and hence 
I desire as a friend of Atlanta, as wel} as 
of Captain English, to detail a part of the 
history of Atlanta that Captain English is 
very closely connected with. 

He was elected a member of the council 
to serve during the years of 1877 and 1878; 
he was appointed chairman of the finance 
committee, and rendered the city valuable 
service in that position. It will be remem- 
bereqd there was a floating indebtedness 
of about $500,000, bearing 12 to 18 per cent 
interest per annum. He at once proceeded 
in placing it at 7 and 8 per cent, thus sav- 
ing the city a large amount of money. He 
also aided the incoming administration in 
funding the floating debt in bonds at a 
lower rate of interest, and helped to se- 
cure an amendment to the charter pre- 
venting the city from having any floating 
indebtedness in future, and in securing an 
amendment to the city charter that created 
am annual sinking fund to pay a portion of 
the current expenses of the city. 

Every citizen of Atianta is well acquaint- 
ed with the fact that in 1878 the new con- 
Stitution of the state of Georgia was sub- 
mitted to the voters of this state for ther 
action.s Among several quest:ons invo.ved 
was the permanent location of the state 
ecap.tol. There was much uQrejudice 
against Atlanta at that time, by reason of 
the growth of this eity and other. con- 
siderations, and our people were fearful 
that the capitol would be located else- 
where. <A bitter sectional fight was on, 
and the city government requested Cap- 
tain English to organize {n the interest of 
Atlanta, but owing to the embarrassed 
financial condition of the city thev could 
not appropriate any money to pay the 
committee's expenses, and he wag ior ed 
to ruise the necessary fund for subscription 
from our fellow citizens to pity clerk hir 
printing, and carry on the work. Th. 
amount of work p®*rformed by Captain 
English and the committee co-operat ng 
with him is well known to many the 
older citizens of this city. It Was a grand 
victory for Atianta, the full benefit of 
which was not appreciated at that time. 

He retired from office on the 3ist of De- 
cember, 1878, and did not hold any Office 
until elected mayor of the city [{n_ 1881, 
and he'd that office during 1881 and 1852. 

I will not enter into full details as to 
Captain English’s important work during 
his term of office as mayor. Ile was 
first confronted with the important fact 
that the old waterworks could 
the city with the neé€cessa:v 
Water, nor were they all 
of fire. Notwitastanding the fact 
income of the city from all sources was 
comparatively very small, he at once ar- 
ranged to provide the o'd waterworks with 
new pumping machinery, which answered 
every purpose of city until the new 
pumping stations No. 1 an@ No. 2 had been 
located.

le the clty e@vVer had, and is a 
of the history of Atlanta. 
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Some years previous the

subscribed and paid $309.0000 toward the 
building of that road. Work on road 
was stopped and abandoned when the city’s 
money was spent, and the term’nal, fran- 
chise and all its appurtenances were sold 
under an execution for the balance of 
money due the contractor, and ail 
property was bought by the Louisville and 
Nashville Railway Company.

population nor prosperity with fuel at such 
extravagant prices, and the gentlemen pres- 
ent reauested Captain English and Mr. 
Anthony Murphy ‘to confer with the oficers 
and directors of the Louisville angq Nash- 
ville Railwav Company at their be iB 
quarters in New York, and see if ’ 
could not purchase back fro them ‘he 
property they had bought a ive sale of 
the Georgia Western railway. After 
twenty days’ hard work, they succeeded 
in the object of that visit, and finally 
placed the Georgia Western in the hands 
of those who secured its building, not only 
from Atlanta to Birmingham, but to Green- 
ville, on the Mississippi river. The price 
of coal, both for steam and domestic pur- 
poses, has been reduced year after year, 
until now we can purchase the best steam 
coal. at $1.70 per ton and domestic 
proportionately as cheap. 

It is hard to determine the vast 
that Atlanta has derived from the building 
of that road. 

The road known the East Tennessee 
was built from Macon to Rome during the 
two years he waS Mayor, and he gave to 
this enterprise hearty and othe 
operation. No one Was more efficient in 
the building of the Atlanta and Florida

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and the “Columbus Southern railway, which 


finally ‘gave us another line of rail from 
Atlanta’ to Columbus, Albany and Bruns- 
wick. I know personally that Captain Eng- 
lish and associates built 06 miles of rail- 
road in this state in less than five vears, 
every mile of it ben€ more or less a feeder 
to the trade of Atianta. It is true he was 
paid for his work, but he could have made 
more money if he had gone to other fields 
where better opportunities to make money 
were offered him. He refused to go, pre- 
ferring to help Atlanta. 

During Captain English’s term as mayor 
he commenced the work of permanent 
street improvement. The first belgian 
block was laid during his term, at the cor- 
ner of Alabama and Loyd streets. 

The volunteer fire department had be- 
come dissatisfied by reason of numerous 
calls upon their services, and the great loss 
of time and expense entailed upon them in 
consequence thereof. He bought their 
property, both engine houses .on Broad 


street. their apparatus and horses, paying: 


$20,000 for the property, real and personal, 
and established the paid fire deparment. 
The city has since sold the real estate 
then purchased at auction for over $50,900. 
The paid fire department was organized 
and put into successful operation at once, 
also the present signal system, both fire 
and police, was during his term of office. 
The most efficient service rendered by 
Captain Engl'sh individually, and one that 
probably made him more enemies than any 
other, was the firm stand he cook against

What a time the rich people of the towns 
could :have if they only knew it. Get out 
to the country and breath the fresh air of 
these spring mornings. Romp over the 
fie'ds and smell the fresh plowed meadows. 
Go into woods and gather the honey- 
suckles dogwood blossoms. Pull off 
your shoes and wade up and down in the 
branches. Swing on limbs and jump the 
ditches or, do whatsoever vou please till 
you are tired enough to sit dgwn on some 
mossy and watch birds and hear 
them twitter—this is what I eall great. 

The rich. people of the cities will soon 
be starting off to the fashionable resorts 
and spending thousands of dollars to find 
such things as are only found in a@ country 
life. The fascination of travel and the disst- 
pations of fine resorts can never bring that 
freedom from anxiety and that peaceful 
repose which can be had right around you 
and at a price which will lessen suicides 
and save many from the brand of default- 
ing, giving a peace and which can 
only be had by keeping outside the strain 
which living beycnd one’s means sure 
to bring. 

It seems a wonder to me that millionaires

How the MagazineSquad 


Handles the Ammu- 
nition to Get It 
to the Guns. 
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EW people outside the naval service 
know just how a war vessel goes into 
afight. To put a battleship like the 

Iowa or Indiana in thorough readiness for 
action ordinarily requires about two 
hours, though, of course, it can be done in 
much less time in case of urgency. 

There is one thing that makes it a com- 
paratively simple and orderly task. On 
board a fighting vessel every man has a 
cértain assigned post and a certain task 
lai@ out for him, with which he is perfect- 
ly familiar. This holds true from the cap- 
tain himself down to the little coolies who 
wait on table for the different messes. 
When the signa] is sounded it brings every 
man to his place, and long familtarity 
makes the work, S30 involved and compli- 
cated to the eyes of an outsider, a mere 
matter of routine. 

“Clear for Action.”’ 

Ifa ship engages an enemy uneéxpected- 
ly. go that there is not the usual time for 
preparation, the call to quarters Is sound- 
ed immediately and the men take their 
places in divisions, In this case each di- 
vision attends to a part of the work of 
clearing the ship, but ordinarily the fifst 
signa] is, “‘Clear for action!’ At the boat- 
swain’s whistle amd the verbal command 
the men move to their positions, 

Whose places are on deck fo 
squads under direction of ifferent of- 
ficers, The captain takes his place on the 
bridge. Later, when the battle begins, he 
will go into the protected conning tower, 
through the narrow slits of which he can 
watch everything that takes place on deck 
and the movements of the enemy as well. 
But for the present, while the praparations 
ére being made, he must decide the gen- 
eral plan of action, how the guns are to be 
us#d. and the class and nature of projec- 
tileon which he will a@epend. 

Near the captain stands the navigator, 
who will have charge of the handling of 
the ship during the engagement, the signal 
officers and the various aids. First of all, 
the decks and working spaces are cleared. 
The Spars, rigging and boats are secured. 
Everything movable that will not be need- 
ed during the engagement is firmly lashed 
into place, where it will not interfere with 
the work. The topmen, who are in charge 
of the little platform high up on the main- 
mast, haul up arms and ammunition and 
make everything ready in their lofty quar- 
ters, even to filling the fire buckets with 
Water with which the put out a blaze 
8hould one be started up aloft. The car- 
Penter, under the direction of the naviga- 
lor, sees to the removal of awning stan- 
chions, hatch rails and every light object 
that Is not essential to the management of 
the ship. The chronometers and other del- 
cate instruments are carefully gathered up 
and laid away below, to save them from 
destruction by concussion, The torpedo 
division gets out Its apparatus for sending 
torpedoes and spreads the intercepting nets 
Ver the ship’s sides, where they ¢can be 
quickly lowered if need be. 

Stirring Scenes Below. 

Below the activity is equally great. The 
€ngine fires are stirred up and ‘steam is 
made as fast as possible, for a modern 
battleships is intended to go into action 
Under a full head of steam.

When everything is ready the officers 
move to their stations. If the ship is a 
monitor the battle hatches are closed, and 
the m@n at last hear the final command 
for which they have been impatiently 
waiting—‘‘Action!”’

‘zines are opened, and the men, who form 
the different chains of Scuttles, begin to 
pass the cartridge cases up to the deck. 
' The delivery of ammunition is in charge 
of the gunner. In modern naval 
the gunner is‘ not, as many landlubbers 
suppose, the man who fires the cannon, 
He is a warrant officer, and his position is 
a most responsible one in time of action 
for he must see to the prompt and steady

delivery of cartridges, shells and projectiles 
to all the guns. The chief gunner takes his 
position on the berth deck, where he ean 
note the progress of the work; his chief 
assistant is below in the main magazine 
superintending the handing out of powder. 
and a quarter gunner js in charge of each 
of the other magazines and of the delivery 
on deck, oe 
The charges are passed up from the 
Mmegezines in wooden cases, which are 
painted black, with the size of caliber and 
charge painted in large white letters on 
the side. They are passed out of the mag- 
azine to a man who sends them up to the 
lower deck. Then they are passed through 
a slit in the magazine screen—a heavy 
canvas curtain which is intended to pre- 
vent the possibility of sparks reaching to 
the powder stores. From this screen car- 
riers take the boxes to the nearest powder 
scuttle, where they are passed up to t 
gun deck and thence to the cannon them- 
selves. For moving ammunition various 
mechanical appliances, including electric- 
ity, have come into use, though the work 
is still done by hand on some of the ves- 
sels.

The Battery of Magnets. 

“If it were desired to stop and hold im- 
movable a hostile ship’over a mine or in 
a certain position peculiarly exposed to 
fire from shore, that result could be read- 
ily accomplished. A magnet exerts a preés- 
of 10 pounds for every square.inch 
of the surface of its poles. An enormous 
magnet could be made very quickly by 
winding two big guns with wire and Jjoin- 
ing their larger ends, in a horse shoe shape, 
by boiting on plates. A sufficient number 
of these magnets to grip a ship and 
hold her remorselessly motioniess at a 
most dangerous point could either be floated 
out to her, like torpedoes, or could be an- 
chored at the place desired, waterproofed 
of course and connected by wires with 
a shore battery. The pressure of a button 
in the battery would be all that would be 
necessary to arouse the force of the mag- 
nets, whether they were floagZed out or 
were anchored by chains to the bottom. 
Nor could all the ship’s crew and officers 
and machinery release her.

An event of the Baptist anniversaries at 
Rochester in Nay is to be the dedication 
of a new chapel car.

COMMITTEE WILL REPORT 
ON HOME MISSION WORK. 


The last Presbyterian general assembly 
appointed a committee to consider all plans 
of home mission work pursued in all the 
6tates and report next May the result of 
their investigations. A sub-committee of 
this body is to spend the coming week in 
New York conferring with the home board 
and its new secretary, the Rev. Dr. Charles 
lL. Thompson, who assumed office on Tues- 
day last. The question is whether it is bet- 
ter for churches to send home mission con- 
tributions to a general body, such as the 
home board, or to send them to a state 
board, in one case to be expended in mis- 
sion work by one general board for the 
whole country, or by each state synod with- 
in its own boundaries. The former was 
the old plan, but a few years ago“a plan 
was tried in Indiana by which churches 
sent to the state synod, upon the under- 
standing that hwat was left after the state 
missions were cared for, was to be sent 
to the general body. But it has happened 
that there has never yet been anything 
left. Both plans have warm adherents, and 
it is to reconcile the different methods, and 
recommend the best, that the sub-commit- 
tee is now holding conferences. The belief 
that a modification of both the old and 
the new plans will be reported to the gener- 
al assembly in May, before which this syn- 
odical sustentation of missions will be one 
of the chief topics for discusssion. 


TRESSLYTERIAN SCHOOLS 
WANT MORE CHILDREN. 
The twentieth century movement, start- 
ed by Presbyterians to increase by 500,000 
the number of children in Presbyterian 
Sunday schools between this date and 
April, 1901, is, being taken up by other de- 
nominations, and similar movements are 
being inaugurated. The latest to begin it 
is the Reformed Church in America. The 
plan has been adopted of going into the 
families of mon-church attendants and 
there holding classes for the children, the 
thought being that once interested, the 
children will come to the church schools. 
The movement is arousing a great deal of 
interest, and the prediction is made that it 
will result in a marked spiritual revival 
among churches of all denominations.

THE INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL

A great deal has been written lately about 
the gold reserve in the United | States 
treasury, but nothing is ever said of the 
Jewel reserve, which is there always. Few 
people are aware that there is in the 
treasury of this country about $100,000 
worth of precious stones, but such is 
nevertheless, a fact. 3 

They belong to nobody, but this does not 
mcant to anybody, for they are kept as 
tightly under lock and key as the nation’s 
wealth. Most of them have hbeen in the 
custody of the treasury officials for about 
sixty years, but gome of the zems have 
been in the hands of the department much 
longer, and their history rests mainly on 
hazy tradition. | 

There is a botfle four or five inches long 
filled with magnificent diamonds; there are 
various other Stones, while many 
are set in golr ornaments. The value of 
the whole lot is Variously estimated be- 
tween $90,900 and $100,000. 

Many of these gems were sent to Presi- 
Cent Martin Van Buren, in 1229. the 
Imaum of Muscat. This Asian potentate 
conceived in some way, so tradition states, 
that he had been the recipient of services 
at the hands of this cOuntry, and in order 
to acknowledge his obligation. sent the 
stones as a present to President Van 

suren.

Imaum of Muscat is 
ives no idea of any connection between 
this country and the potentate, and the 
several stories that have been handed down 
are considered unreliable. 

There is a clause in the constitution of 
the United States . forbidding any person 
connected with the government to receive 
any present or decoration from any foreign 
power or ruler, and fer this reason Van 
suren could not accept the presents of the 
Imaum of Muscat. 

To return the presents of the oriental 
ruler would have been regarded by him 
as an insult, and so the jewels were given 
to the treasury department to Keep until 
something was done concerning them. 
Nothing has- ever been done, and they are 
there yet. 

The other gems of the collection have 
been acquired in much the same wav. 
Kings and princes are not as familiar with 
the constitution of this government as 
they should be, for their own good as well 
as ours, and on various occasions have sent 
gifts to persons in the employ of the £OV- 
ernment. 

These presents it has been impossible to 
keep, and as impossible to return. They 
have been sent to the treasury department, 
and must remain in the vault until it 
pleases congress to dispose of them.
